~ house that the people can find relief 
from high prices for anthracite coal 

i by using substitutes may properly be. 
construed as one more expression of 
the republican policy of less govern- 
mént in business. ‘The national admin- 
istration evidently, and very wisely 
takes the position that the matter of 

-v prices of. commodities regulation must 
be left primarily to the people them- 
selves. This does not mean, that the 
administration would fail to act in case 
of an agreement in restraint of trade 
in violation of the federal statutes but 
rather, that the administration does 
not look upon the federal government 
as the proper agency to be called on 
to solve all: of the multidinous econ- 
oxnic problems of its citizens. 

The statément made at. the white 
houselapparently went no further than 

a rernark that the president had been 
informed that a saving can be made in 
tthe cost of fuel for heating by the 
use of bituminous coai or oil. Taken 
by itself this statement is not of great 
consequence because the information 
nad already been published from other 
sources. Its significtnce, however, is 
that the Head of the present adiminis- 
tration thought it a proper subject’ for 
comment by him and, between thic lines 
one miy read the. broad hint that the 
president believes ‘thoroughly in the 
doctrine of less government in busi-. 
fiess. In other words, it is the view o 
ithe chief executive.as it was ‘that of 

“his predecessor that the people of the 

“country should ttry to solve their own 

‘tbusiness problems. rather than try to 
attempt to transfer them to the fed- 

‘eral government. / 

A chief executive possessed of the 
notion that the government should be 
paternalistic in its policies might easily. 
undertake to commit his administration 

. to the task of fixing a reasonable price 
for anthracite coal. Such.a move would 
undoubtedly meet the approval of a 
wast number of people. But, if it be the 
duty of the government to fix a reas* 
onable price for coal it must undtrtake 

‘ the same respossibilities with regard 

to the price of all other commodities 
generally listed as among the. necessi- 
ties of life. If the government under- 
takes to fix. reasonable prices on sé€a- 
son in the interest of consumers .1t 
must undertake in other seasons to fix 
reasonable prices in the interest of the 
producers. If the government -is under 
obligations to prevent prices becoming 
too high, it is equally under obligations 
to prevent prices becoming too low. 
The only practic@l as well as the 
only legal course for the governmeit 
to pursue is to leave the matter. of reg- 
ulation of prices to the agreement of 
buyers “and sellers except in the cases 
where it can. be. shown that there has 
‘ been an unlawful interference with the 
supply and deniand and in that event 
such interference should be prevented 
by due process of law and not by the 
activity of the federal bureaueracy.
